Wilson announced today as a result of 
fjrermau submarine attacks on vessels 
ofF the American coast that the Cernían 
government will be held to the fultill- 
rnent of its promises to the government 
of the United States. 
He added that 
he had no right to (juestion (.'erniany's 
willingness to íulfill the promises. 


Just before Count von Bernstorff, tlie 
Gennan ambassador, called on the pres- 
ident, Mr. Wilson issued the following: 
"The government, of course, will tirsi 
inform itself as to all the fact.s that 
there may be no doubt or mistake as far 
as they are concerned.'' 


"The coxintry may rest as-sured that 
th* German government will be lield to 
the complete fulfillment of its promises 
té the jP>vernmeiit of the United States.

With the British Armies in France, 
Midnight 
(Via London), Oct. 9.—A 
fight to a finish between a tank and 
"the tangle" was the outstanding and 
dramatic feature of the capture of Le 
Sars by the British yesterday and the 
advance in that neighborhood. 


The tangle was a good example of the 
methods of defense the Germans are 
using now that they are out of their 
old fortifications. It was a strong point 
with a maze of dugouts, reinforced by 
concrete, which liad been 
especially 
constructed 
as a rallying 
point at 
which machine guns could play on the 
infantry 
on both flanks and front. 
Shells of the largest calibre were una- 
ble to put all the machine guns out 
of action. 


"Clearly this job was for a tank," 
said a British staff officer, "and one of 
the worst ever attacked." 


Neither bullets 
nor bombs 
could 
harm the tank but it was bound to be 
under heavy shell fire. For the com- 
mander and crew it was death or suc- 
cess. 
It succeeded in its task. The 
British maintained their position gain- 
ed In front of Le Sars yesterday.

Both Involved in Possibilities. 


ro.Ssibilities of diplomatic complica- 
tions following the German -submarine 
raid off the New England coast today 
seemed to point to tlie allies as well as 
Germany. 


Navy and state oflicials scanning the 
reports of destruction of ships within 
sight of American shores found no rea- 
son today to change their lirst impres- 
sion that the submarine operations hod 
been conducted so far within the lim- 
itations of international law, but they 
were fully alive to the dangerous posai- 
biliticfi. 


Destruction of an American ship car 
rying contraband might 
easily 
cause 
another friction and any loss of life at 
all in any case might easily reopen the 
whole submarine question. 


Tlie threatened complications with th'- 
allies lies in their contention that sub 
marines, because of their nat\ire, should 
be excluded from all neutral ports. Lon- 
don dispatches quoting from the Man- 
chester Guardian to the effect that sucii 
a view has been "set out in the recent 
memorandum sent by the allies to neu-' 
tral governments" contained the lir>;t 
i7itimation received here that anything 
in the nature of a formal representa- 
tion had been made. 


The position of the I'nited States as 
far as it had been announced has been 
to decidc on its merits the case of each 
submarine entering an American port, 
inasmuch as the German submersible, 
which entered Newport Saturday, took 
no supplies, a.skcd for no privileges and 
departed almost immediately, it is not 
thought <hat she rni'^ed nnv issue. 


' 
May-Go to Gulf Next. 


The general opinion prevailing to- 
day was that with the gathering of 
allied cruisers 
off the New England 
coast the submarine would desert that 
field and strike their next blows fur- 
ther siuth. 
Some officials expected to 
hear of operations in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico where a persistent story says a 
German base has been established and 
where the submersibles could strike at 
the fleets of tank ships carrying fuel 
oil to the British navy from the Mexi- 
can fields upon which the British de- 
pend 
almost 
entirely. 
The opinion 
that there are several submarines ac- 
companied by a supply ship, probably 
also a submersible, has been strength- 
ened by the developments. 


Wilson Must Decide. 


The American government's attitude 
toward the German side of the new 
situation will, of course, be decided by 
President Wilson himselL 
I<\ill infor- 
mation is being gathered through offi- 
cial channels and forwarded to the 
summer white house. 
The navy de- 
partment received from Rear Admiral 
Knight, commanding at Newport, a re- 
port saying destroyers of the Atlantic 
fleet hqid picked up approximately 220 
survivors from six steamers, of which 
thijty-three were women and ten were 
children. 


"The hands (crew) were saved in 
each case, except the Kingston crew, 
which is supposed to be in their boats, 
within thirty miles of Nantucket light 
ship," said the report, "Destroyers are 
continuing the search. 
All survivors 
are being well cared forJ!.' 


The Dutch steamer BloomersdUk has 
settled In shoal water with her stern 
resting on the bottom and her bows 
high out of water.

Dominion arul Red 
Star lines and the vessels of the White 
Star-Dominion lines, sailing for Mon- 
treal and Quebec. 
This order will not 
interfere with the sailing of the Amer- 
ican line steamships or of any of the 
company's vessels under the American 
flag. 


Will Sail as Usual. 


Officials of the Ciinard, French and 
of the Italian lines declared that their 
I)assenger and freight vessels would 
sail as usual, despite the submarine 
menace. At the Cunard line offices, it 
was announced that no changes would 
be made in the sailing dates of steam- 
ers until instructions 
were 
received 
from the main offices in Liverpool. All 
Cunard vessels,-it was pointed out, aré 
armed with 4.7 inch guns and the Ger- 
man submarines thus far have avoided 
vessels so armed. The Alaunia, of the 
Cunard line, which sailed from here 
Saturday after 
word 
had been re- 
ceived of the arrival of the U-53 at 
Newport, carried one of these guns on 
her after deck. 


Officials of the French and Italian lines 
said their 
ships both freighters and 
Miners, were armed for defense. It was 
pointed out that the danger from subma- 
rine attacks on the American coast was 
not so great as that in the war zone near 
European ports. 


More Ships Near Nantucket. 


More than a score of passenger and 
freight steamers are believed today to be 
near Nantucket. iSonie are bound ito New 
York from foseign ports and others east- 
bound from here. A considerable num- 
ber of them are believed to be laden with 
war munitions. 


Most important among them are the 
passenger steamsiiips Dante, Aligliieri, 
Espague, Alaunia, Philadelphia, Kristian- 
f iord, and the Anchor liner Camoronia, is 
due here today from Liverpool with six 
hundred passengers. 
Wireless warnings 
were sent to Captain McLean yesterday 
directing him to look out for the U-53, as 
well as to commanders of the others ves- 
sels, 
Among the vessels which it was 
feared might be in the danger zone were 
the lollowing, which left here Saturday; 
Bella, British, for St. John, N. B.; Liíle, 
Norwegian, for Rouen; Ottar, Norwegian, 
for Havre; Rosalie, British, for Queens- 
town. 


Gerard in Pathway. 


Vessels duo here today from European 
ports along the routes that pass through 
the danger zone, include the Wieldricht, 
from Lisbon, a Dutch 
freighter; the 
Greek 
steamer 
Agios 
Georgios, 
from 
Piraeus; the Belgier, British, from Mar- 
seilles, and the Lincolnshire, 
British, 
from Havre. 


The steamer Frederick VIII, of the 
Scandinavian-American 
line, 
which is 
bringing home James VV. Gerard, Amer- 
ican ambassador to Germany, and Mrs. 
Gerard, was six hundred miles east of 
New York at noon yesterday. 


All the vessels destroy«^ by the sub- 
marine have been identified e.veept, pos- 
sibly the "Kingston." She is believed Jo 
be a british paddle steamer built for the 
great lakes trade in Canada and diverted 
between American and Canadian ports. 
She was of 2,02^ tons, 22 feet long and

Be^an at Daylight. 
Submarine 
activities 
began at day- 
light Sunday, three miles east of Nan- 
tucket lightship, 
when the American 
steamer Kansan was sighted and sig- 
nalled to stop. 
When the submarine 
commander was satisfied that she was 
an American vessel he allowed her to 
proceed. The submarine then moved in 
close to the light ship, where at 6 a. m. 
she 
stopped 
the 
British 
steamer 
Strathdene, botmd from New York for 
Bordeaux. 
After the crcAv had obeyed 
orders to take to the ship's boats, the 
submarine 
sent 
a torpedo 
into the 
Strathdene and sank her. The raider, 
patrolling the vicinify of the trans- 
Atlantic steamship lane, moved consid- 
erably to the southward. 


At 10:45 a. m. she hailed the British 
steamer Westpoint, London for New- 
port News, with a warning shot. This 
was at a point ten miles south of the 
lightship. 
Tlie crew took to the boats 
ilnd the submarine torpedoed and sank 
the steamer. 


No other vessel was encountered until 
late in the afternoon. At 4:30 p. m., 
six miles southeast of the lightship, the 
(iermixns 
stopped 
the 
Stephano. 
Passengers and crew -«vere taken off in 
the ships boats and the luider sea boat 
shot a torpedo into the liner. As thi? 
did not apt)ear to disable the .steamer, it 
was .supplemented by giui fire. The 
subnmrine moved off without waiting 
for the Stephano to sink and she re- 
mained afloat until 10:05 o'clock last 
night.^ 


Operated by Moonlight. 


Near 
sunset 
the British 
steamer 
Kingston came within view of the look- 
out on the submersible. The same pro- 
cedure was followed as with- the other 
vessels, and- at 6 p. m. the Kingston 
went down a short distance southeast 
of the lightship. The bright moonlight 
gave the submarine a good chance to 
continue operations 
in the 
evening. 
She moved a little to the westward 
and soon after dark stopped the Dutch 
tramiJ steamer 
Bloomersdljk, 
bound 
from New York to Rotterdam, three 
miles south of the lightship. 


Supposedly on the theory that, she 
was carrying contraband, the steamer 
was sunk after the crew had entered 
small lifeboats. 
The submarine left 
her still afloat, but she went down at 
8:05 p. m. 


A little later the Norwegian steamer 
Christian Kundsen, New York for Lori- 
don was similarly halted and sent to 
the 
bottom. 
Three 
other 
steamers 
were reported sunk early today. 


Destroyers to Rescue. 
The Kansan 
meanwhile 
had sent 
broadcast radiograms 
telling 
of the 
submarine's* appearance in the vicinity 
of the lightship. 
The Westpoint also 
was able to flash a brief message giv- 
ing word of her plight before she was 
abandoned by . her crew. 
These dis- 
patches were picked up at Newport 
and a fleet of United States torpedo 
destroyers was Immediately ordered out 
to pick' up the crews. 
Throughout the 
day and night the destroyers cruised 
in the waters for several miles around 
the Nantucket lightship, receiving word 
from time to time of the sinking oi 
additional vessels. 
They 
located the 
survivors of all the vessels known to 
have been destroyed except the Kings- 
ton, and took them aboard. The crew 
of the Strathdene had previously given 
shelter on the lightship. The steamer 
Kingston Is not mentioned in maritime 
records and her destination was not 
known early today. 


The Case of the U-53. 
No, legendary, "Flying 
Dutchman" 
ever was the center of so much mys- 
tery or the cause of so much specula- 
tion or lived so true to the tradition 
of being the forerunner of marine mis- 
haps as the German war submarine 
U-53, which dropped so dramatically 
into Newport harbor Saturday after- 
noon. 


Captain Hans Rose, her commander, 
said that he was seventeen days out 
from Wilhelmshaven, and had come in to 
mail a letter tq Ambassador von Berns- 
torff. There was an exchange of visits 
between him and American naval of- 
ficers. 
Visitors were allowed to board 
the submarine to look at her two guns— 
one 'mounted forward and the other aft— 
and to gaze upon the eight grim turpo- 
doea stored beneath the forward deck.

EYE-WITNESSES PORTRAY SCENES 


No Lives Lost, is Belief of Victims of 
Commerce Raid. 


Newport, 
R. I., Oct. 9.—Eye-wit- 
ness stories of the torpedoing of pas- 
senger and freight steamers by German 
submarines 
off Nantucket 
yesterday 
were told here today. 
According to a 
report brought by officers of a flotilla of 
United States destroyers, which picked 
up passengers and crews of several of 
the vessels destroj'ed, 
nine 
merchant 
ships were sunk. 


One of the submarines is supposed to 
have been the U-53, which visited this 
harbor Saturday and anothet was de- 
clared to be the U-61. Mrs. Henry B. 
Wilson, of Williamstown, Mass., a pas- 
senger on the Stephano, one of the ves- 
sels sunk, said that an officer and sev- 
eral of the crew told her that they had 
distinctly seen the name U-61 on the 
submarine that attacked their ship. 


Six vessels are known to have been 
sunk and the report that the total was 
nine was based on a statement of the 
captain of the Nantucket shoal light- 
ship, near which the attacks took place. 
The captain said that three submarines 
were engaged. 


It was believed that no lives had been 
lost and although the men of the 
freighter Kingston were reported adrift 
at sea in open boats, the fact that the 
weather was mild and the sea calm 
made it seem probable that they would 
be rescued within a few hours bj' some 
of the searching craft. 


Lost Personal Effects. 
Of the passengers of the Stephano, 
thirty were American tourists returning 
from New Fonndland and the Canadian 
maritinu' provinces. 
All came through 
their rougli e.vperience without injiu-y, 
according to officers of the American 
destroj-ers, but lost nearly all their ef- 
fects. 
Some were able to save a few 
valuables, but thei^ baggage went down 
with the ship. 


Lieutenant Commander Miller, of the 
Ericsson, which picked up some of the 
boats of the Stephano, said no attack 
was made by the submarine in this ves- 
sel until after all on board had left the 
ship. 
When the Ericsson arrived at 
the lightship 
Commander 
Miller ob- 
served a submarine about a mile distant 
and almost 
immediately 
heard three 
shot.s from the bow gtm of the sub- 
mersible. 
Through the haze he could 
dimly make out the Stephano, the ob- 
ject of attack. None of tnc shots struck 
the ship aiul probablj^ none was aimed 
directly at her. 


The Stephano hove to immediately 
and sent a message to the Ericsson say- 
ing, '"Please take off our passengers." 
Before Commander Miller could get his 
boats to the side of the steamer she had 
loaded all her passengers in her own 
boats from which they were taken on 
board the destroyer within five minutes. 
The Stephano was still afloat when the 
destroyer left, but was reported later 
as sunk b^- a torpedo. 


The Ericsson brought her 25 women 
and 10 children, while the destroyer 
Balch brought 69 others from the Step- 
luvno, including passengers and mem- 
bers of the crew. 


Wealthy Homes Opened. 
Eighteen of the women were landed 
at the government pier by permission of 
the health officers and wei-e taken in 
automobiles to the homes of Gov. Beck- 
man, Mrs. French Vanderbilt and Ar- 
thur Curtiss James, former commodore 
of the New York Yacht club. 
Dr. An- 
drews, who is connected with the Gren- 
fell mission, was one of the four Step- 
hano passengers taken to the home of 
Mrs. Vanderbilt. 
Dr. Andrews was on 
his way to New York. 
In describing 
his experiences, Dr. Andrews declared 
that the Germans gave the boat proper 
warning and then stood by until all 
of the passengers hail been taken off. 


"Ollicers of the United States tor- 
pedo boat destroyer which had arrived 
in time to take care of the passengers 
of the Stephano, visited the steamer," 
he said, "to make sure that all the pas- 
sengers and crew 
were 
safe. 
Then 
n^einbers of the German crew botirded 
her and opened lier water cocks.'' lie 
said no torpedo was discharged. 


While the Germans were engaged in 
disposing of the Stephano a Dutch ves- 
sel, 
probably 
the Bloomersdijk, was 
standing a short distance away "like 
a steer waiting to be slaughtered" in 
the words of Dr. Andrews. 
She had 
been warned by the submarine to hold 
up, as her turn was coming naxt. 


Dr. j;\jidrews jiraised the work of the 
American warships which went to the 
assistance of the distressed vessels. He 
said they gave every possible assistance 
to the passengers and when they were 
taken aboard the 
destroyers 
showed 
them every courtesy. 


Mrs. Henry B. Wilson, of Williams- 
town, Mass., said that the passengers 
were going to dinner when some one 
told them that there were destroyers 
all around the steamer and that a 
submarino was nearby. 
They thought 
all of these were American boats until 
the German flag was seen on the un- 
deroea ship. 
Three shots were fired 
across the bow of the Stephano, Mrs. 
Wilson said. The steamer was stopped 


and all were ordered to takft to tlM 
boats. 


The passengers did not have time to 


go to their staterooms and saved none 
of their personal belongings. The sea 
was calm ^nd all were, transferred to 
the destroyer Ericsson without difRcul- 
ty. The Ericsson, she said, was nearly 
out of sight of the Stephano when the 
liner sank. 


Miss Mary GrlflSn, of Placentia, New 
Foundland, said: 


"We had just had dinner and most 
of the passengers were below when we 
heard shots and ran on deck and saw 
a submarine a short distance away. A 
United States destroyer was in sight. 
There was a little confusion as the 
boats were lowered but the officers and 
crew quieted the excited ones and we 
all got into boats O. K. There were 
Ave boat loads; about thirty women 
and children were aboard the ship. We 
were in the small boats about ftfteen. 
minutes before being picked up. We 
did not see any other submarine or 
any of the other ships which were at- 
tacked, though we heard that several 
had been sunk and there was great 
excitement. 
An English cruiser ap- 
peared off shore while we were aboard 
the Ericsson- 
She was too far out to 
make out her name." 


Captain 
Fred S. Riley, connected 
with the Moran Towing and Transpor- 
tation company who was on board the 
Stephano, said 
that 
the submarine 
moved aboat 
in no apparent haste 
within easy sight of the destroyer Er- 
icsson, while the latter was picking 
up the Stephano'sjpassengers and crew 
who were adrift In four boats. E. A. 
Tough, of Ontario, another passenger, 
said the submarine slipped in between 
the Ericsson and the Stephano at one 
time and was only twenty-five or thir- 
ty yards from the destroyer.

Unahle to Longer Keep 


Murder Secret.

9.—Unable 
longer to bear up under a secret kept 
for eight years, Benjamin Morris, jus- 
tice of the peace of Pigeon Township, 
Vanderburg county, declared yesterday, 
in a statement to newspaper men. that 
he had knowledge that his son-in-law, 
Guy Prescott, murdered 
Miss 
Josie 
Gray, bookkeeper for the R. & G. Furn- 
iture company. In this city March 16, 
1907. 


Miss Gray, the daughter of a super- 
annuated Methodist minister, and the 
support of her aged parents, was at- 
tacked as she was putting $250, the 
day's receipts, into the company's safe, 
after working 
late at 
night on her 
books. 
She was beaten fiendishly and 
locked in the vault to suffocate, but 
was rescued two hours later. 
She 
died of her wounds a month afterward, 
having been unable to speak 
coher- 
ently. 
Prescott, a packer, who had 
been alone in the plant with the wom- 
an, was arrested, released temporarily 
and fled from the city. 
He has not 
been found since. 


Accused of Shielding Man. 


Morris was a constable at the time 
of the crime. 
After Prescott disap- 
peared, his father-in-law was credited 
with shielding him. 


In his statement Morris said that the 
crinxe had preyed on his mind and he 
could stand it no longer. 
He said he 
had no knowledge of Prescott's guilt 
imtil eight 
or ten weeks 
after the 
man's disappearance 
and 
then 
the 
thought of his wife and family scalca 
hi.'' lips. 


Soon 
after the crime, 
Morris de- 
clared, his wifo came to him and told 
him her daughter had thrown 
some- 
thin.g into a claset 
at 
the Prescott 
home. 
The father .said he questioned 
Jlr.s'. Fre.scott and she answered, "It's 
the money Guy committed murder for." 


"The money is still in the closet. W e 
have 
never 
touched it," Morris de- 
clared. 


His wife and daughter now being 
dead, Morris said he felt free to de- 
nounce Prescott. 
He said he had not 
heard from his son-in-law from tho 
dny ho disappeared, 
"Jf I knew where 
he was I would personally pay the ex- 
pense of bringing him back to stand 
trial for killing Josie Gray." 


L o n g 
Search 
Maintained. 


The rrime was one of the most bru- 
tal in local criminal annals and stirred 
popular sentiment to 
a 
high pitch. 
Prescott had been In a Sunday school 
class taught by Miss Gray and was 
well known to her. He had remained 
in the furniture plant on tho night of 
the crime to put out tho lights and 
lock the doors, but declared :Miss Gray 
had dismissed him, saying she would 
lock the place. 


The police later decided that Pres- 
cott returned to the plant within a 
few minutes after departing. 
They as- 
serted he did not reach home until 2 
o'clock. 


Prescott has been reported in vari- 
ous parts of the world. At one time he 
was said to have enlisted in the Amer- 
ican navy on the Pacific coast and de- 
serted when his ship reached an Indian 
port.

big vice investigation, according to the 
district attorney's office. 


"We will make revelations that will 
shake New York to its roots!" said an 
official of the office today. 


Attaches of the office claim to have 
evidence of the existence of houses do- 
ing business under the guise of clubs or 
masquerading as private homes, and fre- 
quented 
by sons 
and daughters of 
wealthy parent«. 


In these houses, official say, there 
are rooms of utmost luxury to lure the 
senses, suppers are served in exquisite 
taste and all the mechanics of luxuri- 
ous enticement make vice appear beau- 
tiful and soft and easy. 


The vice investigation, which startled 
the whole country by its sordid reve- 
lations of white slavery, has taken a 
new turn, with the new evidence, from 
the commercialized tragedies of the East 
Side and the Tenderloin to Fifth avenue, 
with debauchery at its worst 
among 
men of wealth, with 
sex 
run 
riot 
among the daughters and wives of some 
of New York's rich families and with 
blackmail bleeding the very souls of 
ambitious society climbers. 


"We are going to push this 
thing 
through to the end without respect to 
power or position, either socially or fi- 
nancially," says an' official of the dis- 
trict attorney's office.

Visits to the 
luxuriously 
equipped 
houses, officials say, are followed by 
blackmail. 
The identity of girls, men 
and women who visit the houses, is dis- 
covered and both they and their par- 
ents are blackmailed under threats of 
exposure. 


To those families whose social po- 
sition is not yet entirely secure, this 
blackmail is a source of terror and to 
the men and women organized for the 
special purpose of extorting money from 
such victims, a sourse of large revenut. 


At present the most sensational fig- 
ure in this connection is Rudolph Oug- 
lieimi, 
whose 
indictment 
has 
been 
brought about by the district attorney's 
office. 


Rudolph as he is known in society is 
a 
(lark, handsome 
youth of 
winning 


manners and great social gifts, 
claimed he confessed he posed 
Italian marquis and that with his pret- 
ty English and fascinations has danced 
his way into the heart of many a de- 
butante. 


Many a young society bud is trem- 
bling in heV satin slippers as the in- 
vestigation proceeds and many a re- 
spected husband and father is fearing 
what the morrow will bring. 


The manager of one of the most ex- 
clusive restaurants on

avenue, 
where balls 
and parties 
for society's 
younger set flourish, in speaking of tho 
increase in vice, said today that last 
winter he closed all his private rooms 
when any of these functions were in 
progress. 


Names are being withheld by the dis- 
trict attorney's office and the grand 
jury until all persons implicated are in 
the net.

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Germany^s New Achievement 


In a warfare that from the first has brought forth from the mar- 
tial genius of first one side and then the other a succession of amaz- 
ing accomplishments that dim by contrast the history of earlier world 
struggles, the newest submarine achievement of the German navy 
must stand out as most striking. The performance of the U-boat U-53 
which on Saturday, seventeen days out of Wilhelmshaven, steamed 
into Newport harbor, delivered official mail for the German embassy, 
and three hours later put to sea again in compliance with American 
neutrality regulations, is followed within twenty-four hours by a 
wholesale raid on contraband commerce off the American coast. With- 
in a few hours an unknown number of British and neutral craft— 
from six to nine, at least, have been sunk or wrecked, making it evi- 
dent that not alone the U-53, but other German submarines as well, 
have negotiated the long over-seas trip and are prepared to strike at 
the commerce of Germany's foes on this side of the Atlantic and very 
near the point of its origin. 


Moreover, so far as advices thus far indicate, the operations ap- 
pear to have been entirely legitimate under the rules of Avar. Evi- 
dence tends to show that the German U-boat commanders fulfilled the 
requirements as to warning to insure Ihe safety of passengers and 
crews of their prey, and there does not appear with all the havoc 
wrought to the allied cause by the new commerce raid to have been 
loss of life, for opportunity was given for the escape of both pas- 
sengers and crew. 


That the "bottling up" process of the allies, effective enough 
against tlic drcadhaughls and other^big As^ai'craft, lias not ])revcntcd 
the esca])o of the German submarine.'-', Jias been evident froju the first. 
The U-boats Jiave struck licavily agaiu.st allied connucree, allied bat- 
tlecraft and allied troopships iiear European shores, and the new de- 
velopments show that this has now been transferred to the Avest 
Atlantic Avaters, Avlierc it Avill bf much easier to intercept the contra- 
band than on the high seas. If Germany is able to maintain the pacc 
she has now set, tiie coiiseiiuenccs to the allies in the cutting off of 
not 0]ily uiunilioiis of Avar, but of foodstuffs aiid other products as 
-well, Avill 1)0 a Ircnicnduus bloAV to the enteutc cause. So long, too, 
as interuatioiuil JTu:ula1 ions are Jiot contravened, the situation is not 
one in Avhich t h e Amerii-au govcnuneut 
Jieed have concern.

Some earlier mistakes 
cannot be corrected, but we can avoid them in the development that is 
bfifpre us. The city planning exhibit will help us to do this. Be sure 
to see it.

Jasper, assistant chief, liave made the 
rounds of several factories and warned 
managers about lettinjj rubbish pile up- 
in and near the buildings. 


"The special campaign this year is to 
warn people to keep rubbish cleaned iip," 
Hilbrecht said. 
"We are going to tell 
as many people as we can. 
The special 
sets of 
picttires which were to 
have 
been furnished by the state for use in 
schools did not arrive. 
We could not 
keep the day in a regular 
way 
this 
year. 


B u f a r e do want folks to know that 
they 
should 
hav(\ a 
tire extinguisher 
around the house and that they should 
stop the old, old, practice of 
keeping 
rubbish. 
People who collect old clothes 
in their attics, who pile rubbish in the 
wood shed or pitch it in the corner of 
their barns are the ones who have the 
fires." 


The following article, giving valuable 
advice on these topics was sent out by 
the state department: 


]ivery year there is burned \ap—ab- 
solutely destroyed—propertv A-alued at 
more than $2i)0,000,000. 
About .$750,000 
a day goes up in flames. 


It is estimated that more tl>an 6.5 per 
cent, of all fires take place in homes and 
it is stated that approximately 90 per 
cent, of all fires are due to careless- 
ness. ignorance or both. In other words,

prevented 
if people 
would take tlie slightest precaution, first 
to prevent the fire from starting, and 
second, to 
extinguish 
it 
immediately 
after it does start. 


One of the greatest hu/ards on the 
farm is rubbish.

and Ihe farm 
houses 
too frequently are filled 
with 
piles of rubbish, the 
accumulation 
of 
years, which are constant invitations of 
fire and a constant menace to the se- 
curity of those who live in the house.

Berlin, Oct. !).—(By ^virele.ss to Sayville, 
N. Y.)—The view that the United States 
desire.s the continuance of the war for 
tlic sake of busines.s is a mistaken one, 
declared Baron von Hengelmuller, former

in a chair dead, with a bullet wound over 
the heart, and ran 
from the building' 
shouting "Murder." 


Berston's pocket.'^ were turned inside' 
out and a few small coins were scattei-ed 
on the floor. 
Berston is believed to have"' 
had about SSOO in the office. 


The man believed to be the slayer Is 
de.scribed as <1 feet tall, shabbily dressed, 
and wearing a growth of beard. 


Police and deputy sheriffs are scouring 
the north end of the city and the country 
adjacent. 
The posse is armed with riot 
guns. 


Berston gave tho site where Parkland 
Pro!?byterian church is built, was a heavy 
donator to the building fund, and was 
planning at the time of his death to erect 
a large ho-^^pital for free treatment of the 
poor. He leave.'? a widow and two sons.

Encouragement of 
Force 
Assailed as Serious 
Thing for U. S. 


Newark, N, J., 
Oct. 
9.—Addressing 
an 
open-air 
meeting 
here 
today, 
Charles E. Hughes, republican nominee 
for president, assailed 
the 
Adamson 
rail law, which averted 
the 
general 
railroad strike. 
In part Mr. Hughes 
said: 


"I am not opposed to the principle 
of an eight-hour workday. On the con- 
trary, I favor it. 
g'he general prin- 
ciple of the eight-hour work day 
is 
that limiting labor to eight hours pro- 
motes health, happiness and eiflciency. 
It not only frees from excessive strain, 
but gives opportunity 
for 
education, 
for enjoyment, for the pleasant .and 
profitable 
resources 
of 
leisure. 
The 
whole point is the limitation of hours 
of labor, that no man shall work eight 
hours and no longer. 
The Adamson 
bill does not provide that. 
It is a mere 
pretense to say that it does. 
It does 
not limit hours; 
it simply 
regulates 
pay. 
It is a wage bill. 


"Plainly, whether there should be at 
this time an eight-hour workday in a 
particular employment depends on the 
conditions of that employment. 
Some 
employments are readily adjusted 
to 
it and others arc not. 
Railroads are 
not like ordinarj' industries. 
It 
wan 
not suggested that it was practicable 
to put in a true eight-hour day on 
railroads. 
Indeed, 
the contrary 
was 
conceded. 
Railroad runs are made to 
division 
points. 
Men 
select 
their 
homes accordingly. 
The time of actual 
service may be more or less than eight 
hours. 
This has not been changed; it 
was not intended 
that it should 
be 
changed. 
The change is in the wage 
scale, not in the hours of labor. 
Rail- 
road wage schedules were based 
on 
hours and miles; that is, ten hours and 
100 miles. If a man made his 100 miles 
ip less than ten hours, that is, in four 
hours, he got a day's pay. 
If it took 
him twelve hours, for example, he got 
a day's pay and two hours overtime. 
Now, the change was not to limit or 
alter the hours of labor, but to pay on 
the basis of eight hours Instead of ten 
hours. 
It is a mere increase In wages 
by fixing a different basis for calcu- 
lating wages. 
Service over eight hours 
is not prohibited. 
It is not penalized. 
Xo penalty is provided for permitting 
a.ny one to work a longer time. 
On 
the contrary, such work is evidently 
contemplated. 
The railroad runs must 
be completed in any case, and, under 
this bill, all service over eight haurs 
is simply to be paid for pro rata.

There is no In- 
creased rate for additional hours. 


Misleading, Ho Says. 


"It is therefore, wholly misleading to 
refer to this bill as an eight-hour bill. 
Let the bill be called by its right name. 
What is fair and right can afford to 
be described correctly and can stand 
on its merits. 


"What is the purpose of this attempt 
to 
make 
tlie public beljeve that 
this 
bill fixes aji cigl:t-hour workday? Mani- 
festly, in order to endeavor to justify 
this extraordinary action of the admin- 
istration in its object and liuiniliating 
surrender of principle in demanding and 
securing this 
legislation 
without 
any 
proper inquiry, as the price of peace. 
Evidently, it is felt that a wage in- 
crease could 
not 
be justified 
in 
this 
n'.anner. 
So it is sought to give the im- 
pression that wl.at was done was to fix 
an tigljt hour workday 
and 
that 
this 
was already approved by the judgment 
of 
society. 
A 
shameless 
perversion! 
Even 
as an eight liour workday

judgment of

with their road divisions and tours of 
duty. 
The railroad employes themselves 
would desire to be heard on this point. 
If there were any such judgment of so- 
ciety, why did the administration limit 
the application of the bill to these par- 
ticular employes. 
Is not the eight hour 
workday quite as important for eight 
per cent, as for twenty per cent.? What 
becomes of the suggestion that the eight 
hour workday was granted not because 
it was demanded, but because it was 
right? 
On this assumption, why not 
grant it to all railroad employes? 
Is 
there any special judgment of society 
for twenty per cent.; the more highly 
paid? 
Wliy does the bill except electric 
railroads and those railroads which are 
less than 100 miles in length? 
If the 
administration was giving effect to the 
judgment of society, why did it not pass 
the measure at the beginning of the ad- 
ministration, or certainly a year ago? 
The president says that the matter was 
agitated for over a year. 
We might at 
least expect the so-called judgment of 
society discovered by the 
administra- 
tion to appear in the democratic plat- 
form. 
The answer is that we are not 
dealing with any judgment of society, 
or with 
an eight hour workday, 
but 
with an increase of wages, as to the jus- 
tice of which neither society nor the ad- 
ministration haR any information. 
Worst That Haa Happened. 
"This 
encouragement 
of force, this 
capitulation of the administration, is the 
worst thing that has happened in this 
country in many a day. 
What action 
will the government refuse, if force de- 
mands it? 
The administration had in- 
deed certain proposals 
which it 
said 
were to provide against recurrence of 
such a situation in the future, but these 
proposals were opposed and consequent- 
ly were not adopted. 
What is left of 
them? 
W^hy should they ever be adopt- 
ed if the same pressure is exercised to 
defeat them ? 
What a fatuoua ^thinir it 
is to surrender principle to force, and 
to hope to stand 
for 
principle later. 
When principle is involved, stand Arm 
now! 
Do not run away and dream that 
vou will have more courage in a future 
day.

Buttons to Be Awarded Stu- 
dents Directed by Miss

Students 
in 
school garden's work 
will attend the city planning exhibit 
and 
receive 
instructions 
from 
Miss 
Rhoda Braddock, director 
of 
school 
gardens work, for the coming 
year. 
Buttons will be awarded the pupils for 
work done in the past year and Prof. 
J. N. Study, superintendent of the Fort 
Wayne schools, hats 
made 
arrange- 
ments for the children attending the 
exhibit of city planning. 


Students will attend on the follow- 
ing days from 
the schools 
named: 
Monday. James H. Smart, Adams and 
South Wayne; Tuesday. Harraar, Mc-

There 
are four classes of pins, recommended 
by the United States department of 
education. 
For work of one year a 
bronze button bearing a single clover 
leaf is given. 
The second, third, and 
fourth years' work Is represented by 
gold 
pins 
bearing 
respectively two, 
three and four clover leaves. 
On each 
button is the letter "H," which sug- 
gests that the head, heart, and hand 
are trained and the health benefited by 
work required to cultivate a good gar- 
den. 


To Transport Children. 


Arrangements are being made with 
the traction company for special cars 
to transport the school pupils to the 
exhibit. 


The schools gardens work was start- 
ed In this city three years ago under 
direction of Miss Rhoda Braddock. em- 
ployed by the school board. 
In 1914, a 
total of 179 children from 
Lakeside 
Normal, 
Hoagland 
and Washlngrton 
schools enrolled. In 1915 a total of 911 
were enrolled in the work and of that 
number 
482 
continued 
their 
work 
throughout the summer. 
The year's 
work showed a net gain of $156.57. 
In 
1916 over a thousand children enrolled 
in the contest. 
Reports submitted by 
forty-five of these children, who sub- 
mitted reports, show a profit of $446.39. 
The highest gain reported by any one 
child is $31.80, made by Frhnklin H o m - 
berger of the WashIngrt;on school. The 
Woman's Club Leagrue has supported 
the work by offering pins and other 
prizes.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—A method 
for u.sins waste hemlock tanbark 
to 
partially replace expensive rag stock 
in the manufacture of felt rooting has 
been developed at the Forest Products 
laboratory and is now being used com- 
mercially 
by co-operating mills, 
ac- 
cording to an aniiO'.inoement made by 
the forest service. 
It is stated that, in 
these mills, from 20 to 30 per cent of 
the rags is being replaced by waste 
bark and that the quality of the fin- 
ished product is equal to that manu- 
factured solely from rags. 
Members 
of the forest service who have Ijcen 
conducting the experiments say 
that 
the utilization of tho bark will niake 
it possible to effect a considerable sav-^ 
ing in the manufacture of felt roofing.

to

over 698,000 tons of 
hemlock 
bark 
were produced each year in the United

In addition to the use of the bark 
for roofing, papers made a t the Forest 
Products laboratory on the basis of 80 
per cent of waste tanbark, have been 
successfuiiy printed on a 
commercial 
twelve-color 
wallpaper printing 
m a - 
chine, and give promise of being en- 
tirely 
satisfactory.. 
Other paper 
of 
the same make-up has been made into 
fiber conduits by a commercial m a n - 
ufacturer. 


Other possible 
uses 
of waste bark 
which suggest themselves, say the for- 
est servicc expei'ts, are the use of bark 
mixed with ground wood for the pro-

1807. 


Miss Gray, the daughter of a super- 


annuated Methodist minister, and the

She was beaten fiendishly and 
locked in the vault to suffocate, bu 
was rescued two hours later.

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Germany's New Achievement 


In a warfare that from the first has brought forth from the mar- 


tfal genius of first ono side and then the other a succession of amaz- 
ing accomplishments that dim by contrast the history of earlier world 
struggles, the newest submarine achievement of the German navy 
must stand out as most striking. The performance of the U-boat TJ-3u 
which on Saturday, seventeen clays out of "WiLhchnsliavcn, steamed 
into Newport harbor, delivered official mail for the German embassy, 
and three hours later put to sea again in compliance with American 
neutrality regulations, is followed within twenty-four hours by a 
•wholesale raid on contraband commerce off the American coast. AVith- 
in, a few hours an unknown number of British and neutral craft— 
from six to nine, at least, have been suuk or wrecked, making it evi- 
dent that not alone the U-53, but other German submarines as well, 
have negotiated the long over-seas trip and arc prepared to strike at 
the commerce of Germany's foes on this side of the Atlantic and very 
near the point of its origin. 


Moreover, so far as advices thus far indicate, the operations ap- 


pear to have been entirely legitimate under the rules of war. Evi- 
dence tends to show that the German U-boat commanders fulfilled the 
requirements as to warning to insure the safety of passengers and 
crews of their prey, and there does not appear with all the havoc 
wrought to the allied cause by the new commerce raid to have been 
loss of life, for opportunity was given for the escape of both pas- 
sengers and crew. 


That the "bottling up" process of the allies, effective enough 


against the dreadnaughts and other big warcraft, has not prevented 
•the escape of the German submarines, has been evident from the first. 
The U-boats have struck heavily against allied commerce, allied bat- 
tlecraft and allied troopships near European shores, and the new de- 
velopments show that this has now been transferred to the west 
Atlantic waters, where it will be much easier to intercept the contra- 
band than on the high seas. If Germany is able to maintain the pace 
she has now set, the consequences to the allies in the cutting off of 
not only munitions of war, but of foodstuffs and other products as 
well, will be a tremendous blow to Hie entente caudc. So long, too, 
as international regulations are not contravened, the situation is not 
one in which the American government need have concern. 
The 


troubles arc not ours. The achievement is but another example of the 
remarkable resourcefulness and daring so frequently displayed by the 
German naval organization during this titanic and many-sided
